thefe diftritis, at leafk, it will be of grea 
utility to circulate the iotelligence of an 
ex veriment tor the proteétion of fruit-trees 
from the caterpillar, which has been at- 
tended wih complete fuccefs. A clod of 
earth is moulded round the top of the trunk 
‘ot che tree 3 and this 1s the whole proces. 
From the hoor that this operation is per- 
formed, evenihe moft remote ramificatio® 
will begin to lall, and the tree will,in a fhort 
time, be wholly freed from this deftruc- 
tive incumbrance, It is true, that the an- 
imals will afterwards attempt to renew 
their depredations ; but as foon as he ar- 
‘rives at the ring of earth, which fhould be 
permitted to remain, he wili haften down 
the trunk with much more rapidity than 
he attempted to afcend. We ftate this tatt 
with ‘confidence, but we leave to the lear- 
ned zoologift the explanation of the myfte- 
ry.

DESCKIPTION OF NEW-ORLEANS. 
New Or LeaAns has become of {o much 


importance by its transfer to the U, States 


and by being the refort ot fo many adven- 
turers fromthe Atlantic coaft, that we may 
naturally feel fome curiofity refpe@ing its 
real condition. 

The following account of that city was 
drawa up by one who refided a confidera- 
ble time within its precinéts, before it pal. 
fed under its prefent governors, and may 
afford no {mall inftrn€tion to thofe who 
have any thoughts ot emigrating chither, 
or who are defirous of knowing fomething 
of a place lately fo much talked of. 

New-Orleans is fityated onthe eaflern 
fhore of the Miffifippi, in north latitude 
go 2, and in weit longitude 89 59, 
trom Greenwich. lt lands ona kind ot pe. 
ninfu'a, and, though apparently belonging 
to Weill. Florida, doesin taét form a part 
of Louifiena, of which it is the capital, 
It is laid out on Penn’s plan, with the 
flreets croffing each other at right angles ; 
and contains fiftee#Prows of ftreets, from 
NE. to SW. and [even rows in the oppo- 
fite direftion. [tlies about 105 miles from 
the Gulph of Mexico, foliowiny the 
courfeotthe river; but acrofs the country 
by land it is mot more than twenty-one 


' miles. The number of houfes may be abou: 


a thoufand, and the area of the city about 
three hundred acres, the whole of which, 
however, is not bnilt over, as many of the 
fquares at the N.W. end are entirely void 
ot houfes, The principal buildings are 
as near the river at the plan ofthe town 
will admit; and houfes fituated near 
this {pot are of more value than thofe fitu- 
aed farther back from the Miffifippi, 
Fronting the river, and at an equal diflance

from each end of the town, there is a pub- 
lie fquare, left open as well for the pur.

ther end of it. This, church isa plain 
brick building of the Ionick order, and is 
the beft edifrce in the place.—The other 
buildings are, the government houfes, the 
magazine of flores, the barracks, and the 
convent ; the latter contains thirty or for. 
ty nuns; they are all very plein buildings, 
and attraét no particular attention. 

The whele of the city, except the fide 
next to the river, is detended by a fortifi. 
cation, confifting of five baflions regularly 
laid out, and turnifhed with a banquette, 
rampart, parapet, ditch, covert-way and 
glacis ; the curtains are nothing more than 
a line of palifades about four teet high, 
which are fet at a fmall diftance trom each 
other, and confequently penetrable by 
mufket bal! ; thefe palifades are turnifhed 
with a banquette within,and a trifling ditch 
and glacis without. Inthe middle ot each 
curtain there is a {mall redoubt or ravelin. 
—The baftions have each fixteen embra- 
zures, viZ. tour in each face, three in each 
flank, and two in the gorge to face the ci- 
ty.— However the whole of the works are 
very ill fupplied wih cannon, which { 
found arofe from reel {carcity ; and by 
late accounts trom this place it appears, 
that thefe dele&ls have not yet been reme- 
died. There were buttwo of the bafticns 
that mounted more than four or five pie. 
ces of cannon.—The eaitern baftion, how- 
ever, which detends the lower end of the 
city, had its full complement, befides the 
fame number in the covert-way. The rea- 
fon of this precautionary meafure 1 was 
unable to afcertain ; for they could hardly 
apprehend an attack from below, as the 
river is well defended about eighteen miles 
farther down, and no nation wourd think 
of attacking it againft the flream, which is 
exceedingly rapid. The only place which 
defended the town trom above were the 
S. W. baflion, end a {mall redoubt onthe 
bank of the river. This bafiion was fup- 
plied with about twelve pieces of canncn, 
and was furnifhed befides this with a coun- 
terguard and traverfes ; the redoubt had 
five picces of cannon mounted. But of 
allthis torce, not above ten pieces could 
be brought to bear upon any body ci men 
coming down the river ; end if they once 
effedited a Jandiny on the open banks, 
which would be no difficult thing, as they 
are 2lmoft defencelefs, the baftions would 
he ol no farther fervice. The tortification of 
this place is not much fecurity apainiLeven 
a tew well difciplined troops led on bya 
{kilful commander poffefling a good local 
knowledge of the country ; the number 
of Spanith foldicrs kept up bere is very 
trifling ; fo much fo, that the iohab:tents 
of the place are obliged to perform garn- 
fon duty, an office of which they complain 
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bitterly. In ta& a fpirit of difaffeétion ap- 
peared to run through the whole town, and 
they feemed ready to favor any attempts 
that were likely to relieve them from the 
Spanith yoke. ' 

There are two gates, the two moft con- 
fderable ot which are near the river; the 
next in importance are the two to the back 
ot the town, one of which leadsto lake 
Ponchartrain : thele laft are defended bya 
{mall breaft-work, which however, ts a 
mere apology for a defence. The gates 
are of wood, and formed of palifades a- 
bout ten or twelve teet high. They are 
fhat every night at nine o'clock, after which 
time they are not opened without much 
difficulty , and at this hour it is ordered 
that no one is to be feen about the ftreet, 
unlefs permiffion of the governor ; tho’ 
except in a cafe of negroes and fervants, 
the hour is generally extended to eleven, 
atter which time all perfons feen about the 
ftreets are flopped by the guard, and de- 
tained till morning. 

The M flifippi, being fubje& to an an- 
nual overflow, like the Nile, is kept within 
its proper bed by a mound of earth thrown 
up along fhore: this is called che Levee 
and varies in height according to the fur- 
face of the adjoining country, from two to 
three and even four feet. [t commences 
at Doétor des Anglois, eighteen miles be- 
low New-Orleans, and 18 carried along 
tke river as far as the German fettlements, 
more than thirty miles above, making in 


the whole about fifty miles. This bank ts of | 


confiderable width in fome places, fo tar 
as to form a handfome broad walk, and is 
kept up by the owners of the adjoining 
plantations, who are anfwerable for any 
damage fuftained by the breaking down of 
the bank, ifthrough their neglect. As al! 
this country is very low and flat, and con- 
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furnifhed with an open gallery, which fur- 
rounds the building, a praftice very com- 
mon in warm countries. 

In all focieties where a number of peo- 
ple trom different countries have met to- 
gether, every one will naturally perfevcre 
in thofe habits to which he has been accuf- 
tomed in his own country : and though a 
oromifcuous intercourfe may imduce many 
men to relaxa little, yet it will be long be- 
tore they form a general charaflier. The 
refidents here are Englifh, Irth, Scots, 
American, French and Spanifh ; and tho’ 
the four former conftuute by far the great- 
er body of the people, yet the two latter 
form a diftin@ divifion, of which the Spa- 
nifh are the leaft confiderable. The char- 
aéteriftics of thefe nations are nearly the 
fame as in the mother country, though 
fomewhat altered by that natural progrefs 
of aflimilation already hinted at. The cli- 
mate too may have fome influence and tn- 
duce them to make fome hittle deviation 


from ufage for the fake of eafe and com- 


fort; among the moit banetul eff<&s ot 
which we may reckon that unconquerable 


| difpofition towards idlenefs fo prevalent in

warm countries. Neverthelels, they are 
neat and cleanly intheir houfes and fur- 
nitwie, which, however is a virtue of ne. 
ceffity rather than inclination. 

There is but one printing-prefs in this 
city,* and that is for the ufe of the gov- 








ernment only. The Spaniards are too geal- 
ous to fuffer the inhabitants to have the 
free exercife of it; and, flrange as it may 
appear, you cannot ftick a paper again 
the wall, either to recover a thing loft, or 
to advertife athing for fale, unlefs it has the 


fignature of the governor or his fecretary. |

*“ Lam safe and well, after a smart brush with 
the enemy, the particulars of which you must have 
before this. To our surprise and mortification, af- 
ter losing a glorious opportunity of completely de- 
stroyiuig the combined squadron, and .adding addi- 
tional honor to the Bri.ish flag, we have let them 
completely escape trom Us, and our chip is arrived 
at Piymouth. From the hour of the battle on the 
22d, tilithe 25th, we had the power in our hands 
of attacking them again with every prospect of suc- 
cess. Indeed, so confident were we of it, that every 
man in Malta, I will swear, panted for the order for 2 
fresh attack.

IMPROVEMENT. 


New invented Hydraulic Fegine. 


We have been much gxtified with a 
fightof the Hydraulic &ngine, lately in. 
vented by a young gentleman of Hudion, 
by the name of Tomlinfon. The force is 
applied by means of crank, and the whole 
machinery of the model which we faw is 
contained within an oblong block of wood, 
of not more than 18 inches in length,— 
With this machine, worked by a fingle 
hanc, we faw water delivered at the rate of 
more than two gallons a fecond, or i120 
gallons in a minute, from the depth of a- 
bout 12 feet. It works as a fucking and 
forcing pump at the fame time; and we 
faw itat the fame operation, and with the 
force of a fingle man, raife the water from 
the depth we have mentioned, and throw 
it in a heavy and powerful column to the 
diftance as we judged of Go feet. 

We underftand this invention has been 
examined by feveral {cj®nti 
conlider the principle 
capable of being appli 
purpofes, particularly in the extinguifh- 
ment of fires and in relieving fhips in cafes 
of dangerous leaks, from which the com- 
mon pumps are inadequate.
